There is always a strong need for blood 
donations during the holiday season, but 
the Canadian Blood Services is warning 
that this year’s calendar is working 
against them even more. 

Christmas Day and New Year’s Day 
both fall on a weekend, a time when 
blood is not collected. Paul Doucet, com¬ 
munications specialist for Canadian Blood 
Services, said this is causing a projected 
shortage because “platelets,” key compo¬ 
nents of blood that are used in life-saving 
procedures and in the treatment of cancer 
patients, only has a five-day shelf-life. 

“Our hospital patients need an ongoing 
fresh supply of platelets. We need donors 
to come in before those days especially ... 
to ensure we can meet demand of local 
hospital patients,” he said. 

Doucet said that, as of yesterday, hospi¬ 
tals are lacking about 500 units of blood 
for the next two weeks, about 60 per cent 
of the demand. 


He said blood donations are critically 
important for trauma patients, whose de¬ 
mand usually spikes over the holiday sea¬ 
son. 

The clinic, located at 1940 Gottingen 
St., is open today, tomorrow and Friday at 
select hours and will reopen on Dec. 27. 
You can also call 1-888-2-DONATE to find a 
mobile clinic in your area. 

Doucet is asking people to find the 
time to make an appointment to donate 
blood. 

“We’re really hoping folks will think 
about blood donation as a wonderful 
thing to do over the holidays,” he said. “It 
really does feel good to do this at this time 
of the year.”

A truck took out two toll 
booths on the MacKay 
Bridge early yesterday 
morning. 

The crash happened just 
after 1:30 a.m. and a 52- 
year-old man was pulled 
from the wreck by firefight¬ 
ers and paramedics. He was 
rushed to the hospital with 
what appeared to be life- 
threatening injuries. 

“There was extensive 
damage done to the vehicle 
so we’re looking at whether 
alcohol and/or speed played 
a factor in the crash,” said 
Theresa Rath, spokes¬ 


woman for Halifax Region¬ 
al Police. 

The pickup truck was 
heading to Halifax when it 
crashed. The bridge was 
closed to all Halifax-bound 
traffic until the debris was 
cleared by 7 a.m. 

It took out lanes 12 and 
13 — which were vacant — 
but there was someone 
working in the next lane at 
the time. No one, besides 
the driver, was injured. 

Alison MacDonald, with 
the Bridge Commission, 
said as far as traffic tie-ups 
go, the timing of the acci¬ 
dent wasn’t so bad. 

“We’re not seeing the 
rush hours we would see 
normally.”

CFRC Halifax, located at 
6960 Mumford Rd., is the 
first in the Forces’ new “sig¬ 
nature concept” for recruit¬ 
ment centres across the 
countiy. It replaces the cur¬ 
rent offices located in the 
Scotia Square mall. 

“(The new offices are) 
more welcoming and more 
modem, particularly. You 
don’t walk into some 
stodgy bureaucratic envi¬ 
ronment that reminds you 
of an old-fashioned bank,”

N.S. eyes review of physician contracts 


The province wants to re¬ 
examine the way 545 spe¬ 
cialist physicians are 
compensated. 

The Department of 
Health released a report 
yesterday on Nova Scotia’s 
“academic funding pro¬ 
grams” — essentially con¬ 
tracts designed to attract 
and retain physicians who 
provide patient care but al¬ 
so teach at the Dalhousie 


Medical School or conduct 
research. 

The report, conducted 
by Deloitte, found that over 
a three-year period from 
2006 and 2009, spending 
on those programs in¬ 
creased by 16 per cent to 
$173 million. The report 
states more accountabihty 
is needed in reporting val¬ 
ue for money invested in 
the system. 


Health Minister Mau¬ 
reen MacDonald said it’s a 
matter of measuring re¬ 
turns on investment. 

“The question is what 
are you getting for the pay¬ 
ments and how do you 
quantify that ... to ensure 
you’re getting good value 
for dollar?” she said. 

Jane Brooks, president of 
Doctors Nova Scotia, said 
she’s confident the 


province and physicians 
can improve the current 
system. 

“We need to be account¬ 
able and transparent and 
make sure we’re providing 
the best possible patient 
care we can,” she said. 

“We’re happy to be sit¬ 
ting with the Department 
of Health and addressing 
common concerns.”

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Third storm 
this month 
batters coast 


O Environment Canada predicting storm surge of 
between 2.6 and three metres along the eastern coast 


The third major storm to 
slam into the East Coast 
this month caused coastal 
flooding yesterday that 
submerged roads and 
wharfs in eastern New 
Brunswick. 

Around the Atlantic re¬ 
gion, powerful wind gusts 
left thousands without 
electricity and a combina¬ 
tion of wind and heavy seas 
sidelined ferry traffic be¬ 
tween Nova Scotia and 
Newfoundland. 

In New Brunswick, the 
Emergency Measures Or¬ 
ganization said much of 
the province’s eastern 
coastline from Shediac to

► About 1,500 passengers 
with reservations may be 
affected by the delays if 
the ferries between Cape 
Breton and Newfoundland 
can't leave until Thursday. 

Miramichi was experienc¬ 
ing flooding and some 
coastal roads were closed. 

In Cape Breton, high¬ 
sided vehicles and motor¬ 
cycles were advised to stay 
off the Seal Island Bridge 
because of strong winds 
gusting up to 100 km/h. 


The same t 5 ^es of vehi¬ 
cles were kept off of the 
Confederation Bridge to 
Prince Edward Island. 

The high seas and strong 
winds combined to keep 
ferries between Newfound¬ 
land and Cape Breton in 
harbour. Marine Atlantic 
says its ferries are tied up 
to avoid the storm system. 

Tara Laing, a spokes¬ 
woman for the ferry serv¬ 
ice, said in an interview 
that more than 200 tractor- 
trailers — including some 
Canada Post vehicles with 
Christmas packages and 
mail — are delayed.

Sea temps higher than normal 


Forecasters with the Cana¬ 
dian Coast Guard are ex¬ 
pecting a lighter than 
normal year for ice off the 
East Coast. 

Water temperatures in 
the region are one to 2.5 
degrees above normal, act¬ 
ing Supt. Fergus Francey 
said at a briefing yester¬ 
day. 

Francey said they can¬ 
not predict how much 
lighter ice cover will be in 
the major shipping lanes, 
or the region’s large bays 
and straits, because of 
anomalies including cold 
snaps or thaws. 


“Normally, we know 
that ice will form and 
should stay formed up un¬ 
til the end of February, 
providing we don’t have a 
warming trend,” he said. 

“After that, any ice that 
forms in the night usually 
doesn’t last the da 5 ftime 
because the sun’s too 
strong.” 

In a bad year, the entire 
Gulf of St. Lawrence is usu¬ 
ally covered with ice that 
averages one to two me¬ 
tres in thickness. 

Francey said he has 
seen it thicker in places. 

“I’ve been out there and

► Forecasters aren’t sure 
whether it’s an unusual 
year or part of a longer- 
term trend. 

I’ve seen ridges up to six 
metres in thickness,” he 
said. 

“With that much ice, if 
you have any wind from 
any direction it will cause 
additional pressure and 
that’s really what causes 
ships to get beset.”

The Vatican yesterday 
sought to clarify the Pope’s 
controversial comments 
about condoms and HIV, 
sa 5 dng he by no means sug¬ 
gested condom use could 
be condoned as a means of 
avoiding pregnancy. 

The Vatican’s moral 
watchdog, the Congrega¬ 
tion of the Doctrine of the 
Faith, issued a statement 
saying some commenta¬ 
tors had misrepresented 
the pope’s remarks in a 
book-length interview re¬ 
leased last month entitled 
Light of the World. 

The Vatican statement 
stressed that Benedict was 
not talking about sex be¬ 
tween husband and wife or 
condom use as a form of

Cancer faker put under house arrest

A 21-year-old woman who 
faked cancer to defraud 
people in northern Ontario 
was handed six months of 
house arrest yesterday, 
with special provisions 
made after she told court 
she’s pregnant. 

Jessica Ann feeder ad¬ 
mitted in court last month 
that she defrauded co¬ 
workers at a Ford dealer¬ 
ship of more than $5,000. 
She pretended to have lung 
and stomach cancer for 
close to a year, while ac¬ 
cepting support, including 
money, from the communi¬ 


ty. 

Although Feeder faced a 
maximum sentence of 14 
years in prison, the Crown 
indicated before yester¬ 
day’s sentencing hearing 
that feeder would not face 
significant jail time. 

“I’m veiy sorry for the 
actions I’ve done and I 
want the chance to make 
things right,” feeder, who 
had pleaded guilty to fraud 
over $5,000, told Judge Mar¬ 
tin Lambert yesterday. 

The judge noted feeder 
spent “five hard days” in 
jail and took the guilty plea 



into account, saying it 
showed remorse. 

feeder told the court she 
is pregnant — the Crown 
said it could not verify that 
claim — and the sentence 
was tailored to the medical 
needs of an expectant 
mother. 

For the first three 
months feeder is under 24- 
hour house arrest and can 
only leave the home for 
medical emergencies, ex¬ 
cept for Saturdays when 
she can leave from 9 a.m. to 
midnight for personal busi¬ 
ness.

Canada ranks high for cancer survival 

O U.K.-initiated study looked at four cancers, six developed countries 


A comparison of cancer 
survival rates in six devel¬ 
oped countries puts Cana¬ 
da in the top three, 
alongside Australia and 
Sweden, and ahead of Nor¬ 
way, Denmark and the 
U.K. 

The study, initiated in 
the United Kingdom and 
published online yesterday 
in The Lancet, examined 


survival rates for breast, 
lung, colorectal and ovari¬ 
an cancer in 12 jurisdic¬ 
tions in the six countries. 

“The main reason to 
look at these countries in 
relation to us is that 
they’re countries of com¬ 
parable wealth and very 
good quality information 
on cancer incidence, mor¬ 
tality and survival,” said 


Terrence Sullivan, presi¬ 
dent and CEO of Cancer 
Care Ontario. 

“The value for us is real¬ 
ly to see how we’re doing 
as a benchmark with the 
other jurisdictions.” 

Senior author Dr. 
Heather Bryant described 
the findings as good news 
for Canadians.

O November reversed trend of rising 
inflation established since July 


The pace of inflation in 
Canada eased to an annual 
rate of two per cent last 
month as the prices of 
most consumer goods ei¬ 
ther saw a moderation in 
growth or outright de¬ 
clines from last year. 

After a surprising spurt 
in October to an annual¬ 
ized rate of 2.4 per cent, in¬ 
flation as measured by the 
consumer price index now 
appears headed back to 
moderate levels.

'Tis a few days before 
Christmas and the Grinch 
is on the prowl. 

T urns out the Grinch is 
a team at Simon Fraser 
University that has 
published the follow¬ 
ing anti-Christmas re¬ 
search: “Identity 
moderates the effects of Christ¬ 
mas displays on mood, self¬ 
esteem, and inclusion.” 

According to the professors 
and their grad student Grinch 
accomplices, their research 
shows that “the pervasive pres¬ 
ence of Christmas displays in 
December makes people who do 
not celebrate Christmas feel like 
they don’t belong, and it harms 
their emotional well-being.” 

For those of us struggling to 
breathe under a seasonal 


avalanche of Bing Crosby, this is 
nothing new, but the closer you 
look at the actual experiment, 
the more you have to ask: Don’t 
these guys have anything better 
to do? 

Here’s what they did — they 
put one group of students in a 
lab decorated with a 12-inch 
Christmas tree and another 
group in a lab with no tree. 

Then they asked them how they 
felt. 

Subjects didn’t know they 
were in a study on the 
psychological effects of 
Christmas trees, but were asked 
to fill out a questionnaire about 
their mood. 

Moods varied depending on 
the presence of the tree and the 
background of the respondents. 
In the presence of the tree, Sikh 
and Buddhist respondents felt 
less sure about themselves and 


felt excluded from the universi¬ 
ty. Christian students reported a 
more positive mood. 

Putting aside questions about 
the research (maybe 12-inch 
plastic trees are culturally 
depressing. Maybe Sikh and Bud¬ 
dhist students require much big¬ 
ger trees to feel good?), this just 
encourages the brand of self- 
righteousness that blights the 
5 mletide season annually. 

Some killjoy kicks Christmas 
out of the mall in case someone 
might feel excluded. 

And now they’ve got research 
to back them up. “Studies show 
...” they’ll proclaim, ignoring the 
fact it’s one study and one tree. 

I wonder what would happen 
if the team put its subjects 
through the Halloween test. Or 
the Thanksgiving test. 

At some level, they’re all reli¬ 
gious festivals, but they are also 


festivals. 

I’m in favour of festivals. 
Thanks to multiculturalism, we 
keep adding them to the calen¬ 
dar: Hanukkah; Kwanzaa; 
Diwali; Narooz. If we keep this 
up, we can have a parade every 
day of the year. And how good is 
that? 

The point is to use festivals to 
include people, not exclude 
them. We all believe different 
things, but if there’s one belief 
that unites us all, it’s simply 
this: Festivals are fun. 

So, without prejudice, I offer 
the following greeting: Merry 
Christmas! (And happy holidays 
to everyone, even professors).

When most of us think of 
Jacqueline Kennedy Onas- 
sis, we think back to the 
perfectly coifed first lady 
of the early ’60s in a stylish 
shift, a string of pearls and 
a pill-box hat.

Following the adage that 
everything old is new 
again, the hot trend in par¬ 
ty drinks this holiday sea¬ 
son is punch, served in, 
you guessed it, a punch 
bowl. 

Various sources say 
punch was introduced to 
England from India in the 
early 17th century and 
then it spread to other 
countries. But no matter 
where it hails from, it's a 
drink that inspires convivi¬ 
ality through slow sipping 
around the punch bowl. 

The word punch is said 
to be derived from the Hin¬ 
dustan word “panch,” 
which means “five.” This 
can be traced back to the 
“rule of five” stating that a 
punch must have at least 
five ingredients.

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) fresh 
lemon juice (3 to 5 lemons) 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) fresh lime 
juice (4 to 6 limes) 

• 750 ml (3 cups) sparkling 
water, chilled 

• 11 (4 cups) ice cubes 

• Lemon/lime slices for gar¬ 
nish 

Note: A splash of vodka or 
gin transforms this lively 
punch into a festive cocktail.

severance payment re¬ 


quired by legislation and 
an offer for an additional 
pa 3 anent in exchange for 
signing a release. 


Instead of calling a 
lawyer. Seltzer called the 
B.C. Ministry of Labour for 
advice. Seltzer was told 
that in B.C. a worker 
“could not sign their legal 
rights away,” which is 
technically correct but 
practically misleading. 
Each province has legisla¬ 
tion that sets out mini¬ 
mum severance. Here, 
Seltzer was entitled to a 
minimum pa 3 mient of 
three weeks’ salary. How¬ 
ever, since Seltzer was en¬ 
titled to more than just the 
minimum, his employer 
asked him to sign a release 
for the additional pay¬ 
ments — which is an 


agreement not to later sue. 
Although this was an issue 
that most employment 
lawyers would spot as a 
matter of course, the Min¬ 
istry representative failed 
to clarify the distinction. 

Relying on what he was 
told. Seltzer mistakenly 
thought he had nothing to 
lose by signing the release, 
believing he could take the 
extra money and then 
challenge his employer for 
more. However, when he 
later made a human rights 
complaint, his claim was 
dismissed at a preliminary 
hearing because of the re¬ 
lease he had signed. Why 
did this happen and how 


could it be avoided? 

Most provincial employ¬ 
ment ministries in Canada 
have hotlines for employ¬ 
ees to call to obtain “infor¬ 
mation” about their rights. 
The problem is that this in¬ 
formation is often con¬ 
strued as “advice,” since 
advice is often inappropri¬ 
ately dispensed by the 
ministry representatives 
who answer the phone. 
And, since most people 
will believe, even if incor¬ 
rectly, that they received 
advice from a government 
body, they are unlikely to 
later pay for a lawyer's 
time to obtain a second 
opinion.

It’s not eveiy day that Mit¬ 
subishi introduces new 
models to North America, 
but it had to happen soon¬ 
er or later. 

Technically, though, the 
2011 RVR (called the Out- 
lander Sport in the U.S.) is 
a spin-off of the current 
Outlander wagon. In fact, 
both models use the same 
platform as the compact 
Lancer sedan. But with a 
37-centimetre reduction in 
overall length over the 
Outlander, the RVR actual¬ 
ly appears radically differ¬ 
ent. It’s also geared to a 
different audience and 
seems destined to fulfill a 
different mission in life. 


Without doubt, the 
RVR’s attractively propor¬ 
tioned shape appears, well, 
sporty, as opposed to the 
sheetmetal on the family- 
values-looking Outlander. 
In fact, only the senior Out- 
lander’s outside mirrors 
are shared with the up¬ 
start. From stem to stem, 
the design is more cohe¬ 
sive and works well with 
the Lancer Evolution-style 
open-mouth nosepiece 
that Mitsubishi claims was 
inspired by jet-fighter air 
intakes. 

Naturally, a price must 
be paid for pmning more 
than a foot from the RVR’s 
length. The bigger Out¬ 
lander is available with a 
third row and the RVR is 
not. Simple. 


Although the cargo hold 
has been similarly short¬ 
ened, it remains more than 
adequate. 

If need be, the storage 
space can be maxed out by 
folding forward the split 
60:40 rear seat. 

The five-passenger seat¬ 
ing arrangement will suit 
most needs although we 
wonder about the polka- 
dot-like base seat cover¬ 
ings. For drivers, a display 
screen indicating fuel, out¬ 
side temperature, odome¬ 
ter reading and other vitals 
separates the dashboard’s 
large twin gauge pods. 

The RVR’s thmst is pro¬ 
vided by the Lancer-based 
2.0-htre four-cylinder en¬ 
gine that makes 148 horse¬ 
power and 145 pound-feet 


of torque. 

That’s not exactly earth- 
shattering compared to the 
Hyundai Tucson’s 175- 
horsepower engine or the 
Volkswagen Tiguan’s 200 
turbocharged horses, but it 
should be enough to make 
the 1,410-kilogram RVR 
(about 180 kilograms 
lighter than the original 
Outlander) perform in a 
lively manner. 

The RVR’s performance 
might not entirely live up 
to its sporty intentions 
(Mitsubishi has more po¬ 
tent four-cylinder engines 
that it could easily draw 
upon), but for style and 
content, this shrink- 
wrapped wagon should 
earn a spot in the big 
leagues.

Manual or auto¬ 
matic transmissions were 
available, as was All Wheel 
Drive (AWD), depending on 
the model in question. Ulti¬ 
mately, the V70, XC70 and 
even S60 sedan in this gen¬ 
eration shared virtually the 
same hardware under their 
skin.
